A rang* 
or cooking stove, a cnlToo and spicc- 
mill, it ■octets, a cake-board and roll: 
ing-pin. a trny and chopping-knifo, 
Hot til inunlioii :v |aN| number ql pots, 
kettles, fryiu^-p:ins nnd howl*, and :\ 

largo stock of raw material la ihe lino 

of provision* were required. Then 
cmisidcrnhlo skill was necossnry 
to into all these Instrument*, for pre. 
pining food for 11)0 table, and that 
skill, unfortunately, wits nut possessed 
by I ho young wife. Tho oonsequonro 
was that most person* who embarked 
mi the son of matrimony lalled di- 
rectly to a Boarding. bonse, and sot up 
their household divinities in a Nlfc 
Chamber, where they remained until 
tho landlady levied on them for an 
overdue bill for meal* and lodgings. 

Bat modern invention has rendered 
housekeeping very easy. A couple 
may now set up for themselves with 
very few utensils, •cai cely any provi- 
sions, and next to no knowledge ef 
oookoryt A gas or oil atovo takes tin, 
place of a cosily nnd cumbrous cook- 
ing range. Coffee is bought not only 
parched but ground. Spices and pep. 
per come all prepared for use. Every 
kimt of bread, cake nnd paslry can ho 
purchas d at a slight advance on the 
cost of I ho materials they contain. K 
orto wishes the sport of making them. 
Bulf-raislng Hour may bo had in any 
grocery. FcniU of «U kind*, all ready 
for tho table, can Im purchased about 
H cheaply a* that which may bo pre- 
pared. Not only lobster and othor shell 
li.sh. butsalmou, may bo bought cooked 
ipid ready to bo sBrfed at a price but 
little above what tho crude nrtieles 
cost; And cooked corned biof, tongue, 
pig*' feet and ha n havo lung born on 
the market. 

There aro also canned ami pa, that 
only need to he diluted, niluco meat, 
all ready Input between piecrusts, nnd 
roast inent* nnd fowls of all doscrlji- 
tlons. Some grocer* keep mnsh pre- 
pared for frying. Boston baked beans, 
put in cans, havo liad it great run dur- 
ing the past fow yonra. English plum 
puddings are also on the market. Cane 
of cooked greou corn, beans, peas, to- 
matoes, cauliflower anil asparagus, 
with Saratoga frlod potatoes, are to bo 
found on thu •holvea of overy grocery, 
while laundries do the washing and 
ironing. 

It Is no longer necessary to bo it 

eook, or to nave a cook, to keep 
house. It requires Hcarcoly any cook- 
ing utensils to provide a warm meal. 
A can opener, a frying pan and a cof- 
fee-pot are the principal requisites. 
Kvon the last is not absolutely neces- 
sary, since a mixttiro of prepared cof- 
fee, sugar nnd cream may rendily bq 
obtained! It Is even practical now for 
Ihe novice to dispense with a cook- 
book, as the labol on ovory can tells, 
how \n treat tho contents. Purely, 
ladle* need nq longer complain that 
Ihe labors of housekeeping keop them

It litis beeu my good fortune lo have 

seen several of these geiille nen, both 
iu tht splendor of Durbar nnd in 
private. I t public they aro imposing. 
Their ootg-enns dress, their dlatnontU 
nnd tlnnr precious stones heaped iu tho 
most negligent profusion upon their 
persons, make thorn nio»t hti iking and 
Impressive figures. Diamond* stud 
their sword-hilts; thoy wear diamond 
waistbands, diamond aigrettes, 
diamond necklaces, diamond sprinkled 

•hoe*. Indeed, an Indian King iu hi* 

full regalia is tho King of tho childish 
imagination. Hut divost an Indian 
King of Ids ornamental and seek him 
in the privacy of hi* own apartments 
and you will find a meager man wilh a 

little white cloth about hi* loh *. liber- 
ally smeared with grease, and obse- 
quiously nailed upon by women whoso 
beautifully but scnnlily draped figure* 
are for grace of motion uneipialed in 
Ihe world. Singular as It may appear 
that women, whose whole 
life I* but an Immoral 
slavery, should oxerciso so power- 
ful an Inflnenoe over these moil, it I* 

from the harm ihat emanate* most of 

the mischief dono in India. Squatted 
upon a pile of luxurious carpets, with 
his long /luJbu/ilubo in hi* mouth, much 
U jovveled and diamond crusted, with 
women playing with his halt ortlokling 
hi* royal feel, serving him with ■Weetj 
sherbets nnd sing to him lascivlou* 
mugs, accompanied with the dance, 
unrounded with gossip and flattery, 
this scion of former powerful rulers 
pussos Ihe noon-day heats in the under- 
ground apartments. 

Of these Kings llinre aro several, but 
tlio most important of them aro in- 
cluded In Ihe following category! The 
Maharajah of Travancoro. tho most 
son i!e i- 1 1 in all India; the Maharajah of 
Mysore; the Guleowar, of Haroda; Ihe 
Nizam of liuiderabad: the Maharajah* 
of Jeypore. Jondporo, Gwallor, 
Seiudiah, Cleyporo. which is 
ruled by a woman, ivhose tillo i* 
Mihttraua; Ulwur, Hana of Dholcpnre. 
l'.me .ib. Hogelcund and Bhopal. Bo- 
sides these principal chieftains there 
nre aaroral Sirdars, Rajahs and 
Naw ah* who rule mora or lo** terri- 
tory, wilh inhabitants numbering from 
1 1100,000 nnd upwnrd. The rjnoellon 
of Ihe loyalty lo Great Britain of thooe 
Indian allie*. as they are facetiously 
tanned, has often been called in!o 
question. But It I* n iniiiarkablo fact 
that the only potentate who.se army 
would have boon useful In the field 
never volunteered his services iu the. 
two late Afghan wars, while tho minor. 
Rajahs and Rma* very liberally sent 
ill proffers of assistance. When Ihe 
great Maharajah pi (Iw alior was asked 
why he had not showed n more com- 
mendable spirit bo gloomily answered 
that he did his share toward maintain- 
ing the glory of tho Indian Bmplra. 
and I hut w as in supporting in grandeur 
n useless pnlilirnl agent,— Cor, p'mi 
Francisco Chronicle. 



HOW RIBBONS ARE USED. 

The Cheapest an I Mo.it lleeomlnf Trlm- 
mliiK for Ht, minor Ureases. 

Ribbons aro inexpensive trimmings, 
find aro In great favor this season for 
brightening up lace, net or muslin 
dresaes. The black watered ribbons 
nu inch and a half wide, with pica 
edges, tiro liked for black bleu drosses, 
undihoso'uf Nile groeli, old-rosu or 
golden brown aro on light drosses. On 
tho corsage tho ribbon form* a high 
Dollar by bring passed around tho 
dress collar and hold by a small bow, 
or two or three short notched oiiiIb un 
the left sido, or in the back, if tho 
wearer prefers; tho sleeve* havo a 
wristband similarly arranged tooud In 
a bow on the inside soam, and if tlio 
•leevos aro full an armlet may bo tied 
alxivo tho elbow. Bretollcs aro thfn 
pintle on the corsago, beginning in a 
point at the waist lino iu tho front and 
in tho hack, ami carried up to the 
shoulders, whuro a bow completes 
tlionu If the waist i* a basque, the 
ribbon is laid along its entire 
odgc, with a bow and loop* iu front; 
if Ihe hack is pointed, it outlines the 
point plainly; but if thero ia a position, 
it forms one or two bow* amid tho 
p!all% or at tho top of tho fullness. 
With a gnthcred waist tho narrow rib- 
bon form* a bolt, nnd thoro is a wide 
sash behind. On tho skirt thero nre 
two or threu loiigllin i*o pieeos ending 
in loops down tho loft sido, or else 
thoro i* a series of bowfl, or a bridle, 
ns It I* oalled, made of two ends, be- 
ginning at the waistline, tied in a flow- 
ing bow half down tho skirt; thou tbe 
end* descond to form a still lower lxiw. 
A great deal of blnck ribbon Ii also 
nso.l alternately wilh lace insertion to 
form tho entire fronts of skirls, or the 
apron and waist, and this is also seen 
in the newest stinnnor innutlos. The 
fabric, twenty-four inches wdde, is 
imported with stripes of volvot rib- 
bon alternating with insertion, butitis 
very cosily, nnd ingenious dressmak- 
ers arrange it moro cheaply by using 
the ribbons now sold at low price*, 
with lace between, sometimes allowing 
tho scallop* of lace edge Jo lie outside 
on tho velvet with pretty effect. WhHe 
laco dresses nro also made up »iih 
the greater part qf alternate row* of 
w hite watered ribbon in stripe* with 
Valenciennes lace or insertion. Pretly 
bodice* to wear wilh ailk or muslin 
are made of either black op whito rib, 
bons or luces, end ,n:1 >' ho gathered lo 
a belt of elao iu basque sbnpc. Im- 
ported while muslins aro woven with 
idiernato •tripe* of lace nnd Insertion, 
nnd are finished with scallops on uno 
edge, so that they serve for the entire 
skirt or the long draped ovorskirt of 
plain muslin drcssoj.— Jiarper't liaiar.

An Error Corroctea. 



IIoi'KInsvii.i.k, Ky., Sept. 5.— The 
September term of the Circuit Court 
opened to-day with tho heaviest 
docket known since the war, there 
being upward of llvo hundred cases 
on the trial docket for this judicial 
year, anil crime has increased instead 
ot diminished since the adoption ol 
ilin prohibition law. Indeed this in 
not a creditable showing for Chris- 
tian county, 

Tho above special appeared in the 
Louisville Commercial and is calcu- 
lated to do linn li harm to Ilopkiiu- 
ville, II allowed to pass without cor- 
rection. As a inaltor of fact there 
arc only IK) now cases on tho present 
docket, all of them civil cases. There 
were a few indictments found again.-t 
violators of the prohibition law at 
the March term of court aud these 
cases will come up for trial at this 
term. But to hold prohibition re- 
sponsible for the unheard cases on 
tho dockel, which have hecn accumu- 
lating for yoars, is absurd and ridic- 
ulous. There are several parlies uow 
in jail to be indicted for stealiug aud 
other crimes, but prohibition lias not 
made thorn criminals. Many indict- 
ments will doubtless be found 
against tho whisky men who are 
still defying the law, but these 
will Iw. Mm result of anti-prohibi- 
tion and not of prohibition, and if 
the petit juries do their duty the 
liquor traffic will be utterly destroy- 
ed iu Hupkinsville within the next 
thirty days. The records of none of 
the com ts show that crime has in- 
creased. There have uot been ten 
arrests for drunkenness in <u»r 
months and that period includes the 
days of the Unveiling and the rocent 
circus, when the crowds wcro the 
largest seen iu tho city fjr years 
Last Mouday was an important day 
in the city- A large crowd wasprcs- 
eut and yet thero was but little if any 
druukeuiicss. Lste in tho afternoon 
we saw several parties iu town as 
sober as a judge, who were never 
before known to go home on a court 
day without being beastly drunk 
rinse men were uot iu posession ol 
tlie"password"and consequently could 
uol get liquor to (111 up on. The pro- 
hibition law is uot causing any In- 
crease of crime, nor do wc believe it 
Is injuring the business of auybody 
except liquor dealers.

Graining that 
the growing crop will bo ouo-half 
that of last year— and the best author- 
ities put it much below thai— and tho 
1880 crop yet unsold and in barns and 
warehouses at 1)0,000,000 pounds, tho 
actual available supply fortho present 
fiscal year will be 600,000,000 pounds. 

lacl us inqulro as lo tho wants of 
homo and foreign manufacturers for 
Ihe year. The Internal revenue sta 
lisltct show a total consumption of a 
least 22:1,000,000 pounds lu the pas 
year. As the last two fiscal years 
show an annual increase or 7 per 
ceut iu mauuractured tobaccos, this 
shows an actual want or 239,000,000 
pounds for tho present fiscal year by 
domestic manufacturers. 

Shipments ol leaf tobacco alone 
during tho paat fiscal year amounted 
to 306,000,000 pounds. This was 12, 
000,000 pounds more tliau lu 1886-80 
and 74,000,000 pounds more than lu 
1834-86. Now as stocks iu foreign 
markets July 1st show a comparative 
ly ■mall increase over thole of July 
1880, It is plain that at let -' 300.000, 
000 pounds of American leaf tobacco 
will bo actually consumed by foreigu 
couud'iei in tho present fiscal year. 
Adding tho probable foreign aud 
homo wants together it It evident 
Ihe 610,000,000 |iouudt of American 
tobicco in round numbers will be 
required for actual comumpliou iu 
tho current fiscal year. 

Here is a clear deficit or 40,000,000 
pounds t>r tobacco, for which other 
countries havo no substitute. 

Hut there is another important fact 
to be added to tho abovo estimate, 
which is well known to all peraous 
poslod iu tho tobacco trade. The 
visible supply of tobicco lu the 
markets of tho West it uot what 
appears iu the tables published, by 
large amount. In consequenco or 
the custom or renumbering hogsheads 
passing from oue warehouse to 
another, the tamo hogthead Is aome 
timet con 11 toil two, three, or more 
times, so that well iinroriued ware- 
housemen assert that there is an ac- 
tual shortage or many thousands 
or hogsheads, which must he suh- 
stracted rioui the actual stock or to- 
bacco ou hand to tho exteut.or at least 
26,000 hogsheads. 

Thlt shortago however, which is 
placed by tomo at a considerably 
larger amount, is not essential to lite 
general conclusion or this statement 
which resta upon other dita. But 
it will be felt beyond question ulti- 
mately in the trade. 

The great and important ract cou- 
rroult the tobacco tratlo that alter tho 
wants ot tho present fiscal year are 
supplied not a pound of Amorican 
tobacco could bo had at any price 
unless il was taken from fields de- 
voted to next year's crop. Whore 
then is to be found the supply need- 
ed by home and foreign manufacturers 
after July 1888? 

In the light of Ihe above tables, 
which aro all conservative, tho con- 
tusion forces Htolf on tho mind or 
ihe whole trade, that the prlco or to- 
bacco, except ror a low insignificant 
fancy types, hat been remarkably low 
thii year, aud that the Inexorable 
law of demand renders an advance 
in priceinevitable.
